They denied the assertion of rail- 


road «cecwtives that the cost of Bring 
has gone down sufficiently to warrant 
a reduced pay schedule or that wages 
in "similar industries" have dropped. 


"The board should make no reduc- 


tion In wage rates because there have 
been no redactions in wages paid in 
comparable industries — steel and 
coal," B. M. Jewell, labor leader, told 
the board. 


"There has not been sufficient re- 


daction in the cost of Irving to justify 
cut in wages that were inadequate to 
meet living' costs at the time they 
were established:** 


Jewell claimed that th* railroad 


board "cannot entertain a plea from 
railroad managers for a reduction in 
wages until tho inadequacies of man- 
agement and the high operating costs 
resulting 
therefrom 
have 
been 
eliminated." 


"The financial Interests controlling 


the railroads also control production 
of coal, timber, equipment, ofl. and 
other supplies," Jewell asserted. 


He charged these "financial inter- 


ests" determined upon a policy to de- 
crease ran 
expenses by . reducing 


wages and "at the same time charge 
unwarranted prices for fttel, steel, 
timber, oil and other supplies." 


"The board should not consider 


complaints relative to pay rates until 
it is satisfied the railroads are not be- 
ing forced to purchase fuel, equip- 
ment, oil and timber at ten exorbitant 
price," Jewell said. 


The witness said for 18 months 


prior to the decision of the rail labor 
board creating the present pay sched- 
ule workers did not earn sufficient 
money to buy "even the necessaries of 
life,"

services aa a mediator for the reason 
that full publicity was given the note 
practically the same time as it was 
sent to the United States. No time 
waa given for negotiation and as a 
consequence 
the German move is 


looked upon as simply a plan to draw 
the United States into the discussion. 


Secretary 
of State 
Hughe? has 


called in the ambassadors Of the allied 
powers and asked their views with- 
out of course 
officially transmitting 


the German note. The allies have in 
effect declined to accept the note and 
MY. Hughes in turn has not been in 
the position of offering it to them. 
The German communication ties on 
the desk of tho secretary of state 
where it probably will remain in- 
definitely—nobody being willing to re- 
ceive it. This means that the Ameri- 
can government either will be obliged 
io notify Germany that the allies 
deem the 
communication unaccept- 


able or America will simply allow de- 
velopments abroad to give the Ger- 
mans their answer.

Xo. 1. ten days to two weeks after 
second spray. 


Spray No. 4—For second brood of 


codling moth and diseases: Use lime 
sulphur and arsenate of lead ns above. 
Apply when the moths lay their eggs j 
from July 25. to August 10. In very 
warm weather lime sulphur may burn 
the fruit. Bordeaux mixture may he 
used instead of lime sulphur at this 
time.

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RECOGNITION OP THE IRISH 


REPUBLIC 


The demand by Senator La Follette for 


recognition by the United States of the 
republic of Ireland is a case where he has 
permitted his sympathies to run away 
with his judgment. It marks the renewal 
of political agitation to commit this conn- 
try officially to the cause of a free Ire- 
land, and notice must therefore be taken 
of it because the movement is likely to 
grow. The United States should recognize 
the republic of Ireland under exactly the 
same conditions that it would recognize 
any other newly established government. 
So far as the people are concerned, there 
is au overwhelming support of Irish as- 
pirations. But it is one thing to wish Ire- 
land freedom and another to interfere for 
its accomplishment. We have to consider 
the consequences of action by the govern- 
ment : we do not have to consider conse- 
quences of sympathetic speech or the ut- 
terances of senators and politicians. 


Mr. La Follette may be animated by 


the "great fundamental principles of hu- 
man liberty which were written into the 
Declaration of Independence," but we 
also suspect that he is not averse to capi- 
talizing the Irish vote. "Ireland today.'' 
the smator says, "is a test of real Ameri- 
canism." Some thing else was a test of 
'T<\il Americanism" four years ago and 
there was the\i the German-American vote 
to be considered. Mr. La Follette looked 
at the real test from one point of view in 
his lonely tent, and the American nation 
looked at it from another viewpoint. 


We think it is somewhat the same with 


his position on Ireland, which in the ab- 
sence of proof that the Irish republic is 
likely to succeed and is capable of main- 
taining itself, is an extreme position. Two 
-wars testify to the fact that the United 
States is not overawed by the ''splendor 
and power of the British empire:" so 
does an ultimatum once delivered by Gro- 
ver Cleveland, as well as other incidents, 
but history is of no significance 'to a sen- 
ator blinded by prejudice and animosities 


1 and with radical proposals to uphold. 


We believe the people of the United 


States are quite content to leave the poli- 
cies of this government with relation to 
Ireland to the sober judgment of the pre- 
sident and the wisdom of the secretary of 
state. 
"We believe they are safer in the 


hands of responsible authority, removed 
from the influence of agitators and pro- 
pagandists and voters' leagues, than in 
the keeping of politicians who seek noto- 
riety and popularity without weighing the 
effects of their words and generally with- 
out full knowledge of the subject they are 
talking about. Particularly is this true of 
foreign affairs. 


Calm, thinking partisans of a free Ire- 


land do not want to see the United States 
interfere to the extent of war or the risk 
of war with Great Britain'. It is not that 
vre are afraid of war, but that there is no 
legitimate cause. If the "great frmdamen- 
-tal principles of Liberty" which Mr. I/a 
Follette loves to orate upon were the gov- 
erning factor, we should give the same as- 
sistance to South Africa and India. The 
fact that they have no appreciable popula- 
tion in this country should make no differ- 
ence. If there were not millions of Irish 
in the United States, if there were only a 
fpw hundred, we have our doubt that Sen- 
ator La Follette would be lifting up his 
voice with such dramatic appeal in behalf 
of a policy which at this time is nationally 
ill-advised and which is clearly against 
the sober judgment of the American peo- 
ple and of the government which is ca- 
pably directing their foreign affairs. When 
the president recommends recognition of 
an Irish republic i* will he time to act. 


said to degrade a structure in which, the 
Romans entertained themselves by watch- 
ing such, spectacles as the fighting of gla- 
di^tors to the death, and the casting of 
Christian martyrs to the lions.

Titus in the year SO. .The gladiatorial com- 
bats were suppressed in 404 and the spec- 
tacles in which wild beatsts figured came 
to an end in the sixth century. The re- 
dedication of the venerable, vast-and long 
decaying structure to the purposes of po- 
pular amusement, after an interval of 
fourteen centuries, is a notable event. 
Whatever the quality or character of the 
modern theatrical spectacle in the Colos- 
seum, they will be more innocent and less 
harmful than the ancient. 


Of course, for the preservation of art 


and history the Colosseum should stand 
as it has been handed down to us through 
the ages, for it will be impossible to use it 
without making at least some repairs and 
modernizing its surroundings. However, 
we seem to be living in an age where 
everything is reduced to a commercialized 
basis, and where a thing can be turned to 
financial account it is of little avail to 
protest.

"Where is the demand for a high tariff, 


for the protection of the Mark Ha-nna pe- 
riod that Mr. Fordney and some of the 
other extreme reactionaries want to re- 
introduce? "We hare not seen or heard of 
manufacturers' or farmers' 'organizations 
deluging congress with petitions for a pro- 
tective tariff. 
"We read of no concerted 


movements of the kind, and certainly 
there is no evidence of a popular demand 
for such legislation. The people are su- 
premely indifferent to the tariff, and there 
is a lack of interest in it by producers and 
potential beneficiaries of protection that 
is not without significance. 


Representatives of farmers' organiza- 


tions, which met recently to consider eco- 
nomic problems, made no application to 
the president for a high tariff. Indeed, in 
their appeal for concerted action against 
present "chaotic conditions." they made 
no mention of the pending emergency 
tariff bill which theoretically is framed for 
their special benefit. What they were 
concerned about was not the tariff, but the 
high rail rates which are standing between 
their products and profitable markets. 
The farmers are right in their attitude to- 
ward excessive transportation charges, 
and they are equally sound in their indif- 
ference toward "protection."' 


On the other hand, representatives of 


importing, exporting and mercantile in- 
terests have appeared before the senate 
finances committee and argued that the 
emergency tariff bill will "nullify our ef- 
forts to expand our foreign trade." and 
will inflict injury upon our shipping, our 
railroads, our farmers and our merchants. 
The great producing and trading interests 
of the United States are convinced, we 
think, that what the country needs most 
of all in a commercial way is larger-mar- 
kets, combined with cheaper means for 
reaching those markets. Larger markets 
necessarily include that vast territory of 
foreign trade, which offers unlimited op- 
portunities for the expansion of our na- 
tional prosperity and which at present is 
restricted by artificial barriers.

protective tariff will not remove these 
barriers. On the contrary it will make 
them the heavier and the more difficult to 
surmount. In fact, such a tariff may de- 
stroy our chances for regaining American 
trade on a large scale.

A Man Who IJkes Snakes 


Like several 
other 
well-known 


naturalists, this curator is not only 
a great student of reptiles—he is a 
great admirer of them. "I am never 
so happy," he says, "as -when I am 
on a ledge all acrawl with rattlers. I 
take as much delight in their gorge- 
ous coloring as a jewel collector might 
n the prize stones that come into his 
possession." 
y 


He himelf has captured many prize 


specimens for the zoo. He knows 
about 20 snake dens where snakes 
hibernate, all located within 50 miles 
of New Tork, and about this time of 
year he starts out on a snake-hunting 
expedition from which he always re- 
turns with a bag full of hissing rep- 
tiles. It makes him furious, however, 
to hear of other people hunting 
snakes, especially if they hunt to kill 
them. For this reason he keeps secret 
the locations of his snako dons as if 
they contained buried' treasure. The 
most that he will divulge is that they 
are to be found largely in tho Ram- 
paco hills of New Jersey. 


"Last year I motored abotit a thou- 


sand miles and walked and climbed I 
don't know how many more in mak- 
ing a round of my snake dens," says 
Dr. Ditmars, 
"and I now have the 


places all charted. I have to keep 
them s. closely guarded secret or farm- 
ers living near them would destroy 
the dens with dynamite." 


Tho curator's own snake-hunting 


weapon is merely a harmless forked 
stick, with prongs not over two inches 
long. This is jabbed at the snake's 
head so as to pin it to earth. Then 
another stick is laid across his head 
close to his jaws. 


"I usually rest my knee on the sec- 


ond stick to hold it in place, and then^ 
while the snake's head Is held power-" 
less to move, grasp him around the 
neck with one hand in such a fashion 
that the thumb and second finger are 
firm against the back of his jaws, and 
the index finger pressed against tho 
rear of his head. If your fingers are 
a quarter of an inch too far back, 
though, the snako can whip its head 
around and strike. That is what gives 
the game its thrill, I guess. When 
you have him like that it is a simple 
matter to drop him. tail first into the 
waiting sack." 
Dr. Ditmars is a strong, heavily 


built man with a quick eye and move- 
ment. Agility and steady nerves, he 
says, are the principal requirements 
in handling wild creatures whether 
they be monkeys or reptiles.

The Sultan of Turkey Gives Up the Historic 


Zion Cloister in Jerusalem Where the 


Saviour Washed the Disciples9 Feet 


The Famous Old Tower and Cloister in the Walls of Jerusalem Where 
It Is Claimed Christ and the Disciples Partook of the Last Supper and 
Where the Saviour Washed the Feet of His Faithful Followers. Here 
Also Is Pointed Out the Tomb of David and a Stone in the Floor Said 


to Mark *he Very Spot Where the Saviour Sat. 


"When the hour was come He sat down and the 


twelve apostles with Him."—St. Luke xxii., v. 14. 


O 


F the many results of the great -world 
war none is of more profound in- 
terest to the Christian world than 


this—the very room where the Saviour 
and his Disciples met on the eve of his 
crucifixion to partake of the Last Supper 
and where he washed the feet of his faith- 
ful followers has at last passed from the 
bloody hands of the infidel Turks Into the 
possession of a Christian people. 


A recent dispatch from Rome announces 


that by imperial decree the Sultan ot Tur- 
key has made over and presented to the 
Italian Government the famous Hail of the 
Last Supper or. Coenaculum, as it is known 
in Latin. All Christendom hails this an- 
nouncement with joy as bringing still 
nearer the longed-for day when each and 
every relic of Christ's stay on earth shall 
be once more in the possession of those 
lo whom they mean so much. 


Encouragement is given to the belief 


that still more precious things may soon 
be restored to Christian, hands by the fact 
that the British Government, which holds 
the mandate over Palestine, has emphati- 
cally declared that it will under no con- 
sideration interfere with the ownership 
and preservation of any places held sacred 
Dy either Jew, Mohammedan or Christian. 


Nothing connected with the Saviour's 


life story, not even the Holy Sepulchre it- 
self is more hallowed in the eyes of Chris- 
tian's than the Hall of the Last Supper. 
Doubtless the Sultan is fully aware of this 
and is counting on the remarkable charac- 
ter of his gift to win favor for him with the 
European powers which now have him at 
their mercy. 


What place could possibly he more 


sacred than the scene of the giving of the 
bread and wine which are commemorated 
to this day in the Holy Eucharist? What 
walls could be held in greater reverence 
than those which looked down on the 
Saviour kneeling before his Disciples to 
•wash their feet? 
At first Peter, according to the wonder- 


ful New Testament story of what took 
place in the Coenaculum, refused to allow 
his feet to be washed, but finally yielded 
to the Saviour's Insistence. 
And then 


!e?us said: "For I have given you an ex- 
ample that ye should do as I have done 
• n you. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
the "servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than he 
that sent him." 
Each one of the Disciples sunmitted 11 


turn to having his feet washed by JPSUS— 
even Judias Iscariot, who was on the point 
of betraying him. It was in this room that 
they sat down to eat and Jesus passed to 
Judas a bit of bread, called a "sop" in 
the Gospels. And then Judas went out to 
betray his Lord 
What a story the walls of the Ooenacu- 


lum could tell if they were able to ppeak! 
How many interesting and instructive de- 
tails they could add to the picture of the 
Last Supper as gnen in the New Testa- 
ment! 
Is it any wonder that Christians 


are delighted to have in their hands again 
after the lapse of centuries a thing so in- 
timately connected with their Saviour's 
last days on earth and the birth of their 
faith? 


The room in which, according to all the 


most reliable traditions of the church, the 
Last Supper took place is in the Tower of 
Zion. But, it may be said, this tower is 
a comparatively modern structure. How 
'•an it be that it contains the very room 
in which Christ and his Disciples met 
nearly two thousand years ago? 


The answer is that the newer portions 


of the structure have been built around 
this room, the greatest pains being taken 
to preserve its original appearance. 


There is HttJp doubt that the site of the 


Tower or Cloister of Zion in the walls ot 
Jerusalem is that once occupied by the 
Apostles' Church. The latter was visited 
as early as 404 A. D. by St. Paula of Rome, 
and she reports having seen in it the fam- 
ous Hall of the Last Supper. As at the 
time of St. Paula's visit Christianity was 


assuming a dominant position in the 
world, it is safe to say that from then on 
a continuous line of record was maintained 
concerning the Coenaculum. 


It is said th» the Apostles' Church was 


partially destroyed by the Saracens in tha 
eleventh century, but was rebuilt and 
given over to the care of the Augustinians. 
Again partially destroyed, it was restored 
by the Franciscans in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. They were driven out in 1561 and 
ever since then the holy edifice has been 
in the possession of the Turks. 


For the greater 


part of these three 
and a half centu- 
ries, in fact it has 
been used as a Mo- 
hammedan mosque. 
The Turks, how- 
ever, have always 
been c a r e f u l to 
spare the Coenacu- 
lum from 
vandal 


desecration, and it 
has been so care- 
fully p r e s e r v e d 
that it has retained 
all the primitive 
character 
of 
the 


time when Christ 
and his Disciples 
gathered w i t h i n 
its walls. The rea- 
son for this is that 
the Mohammedans, 
in spite of their 
p r e judice against 
Christians, _ a c t u- 
allv revere Jesus 
as a great prophet 
and 
never inten- 


tionally 
desecrate 


anything 
that 
is 


even remotely as- 
sociated with his 
life and deeds on 
this earth. 


The Mohamme- 


dans are also most 
careful to preserve 
all 
tombs 
asso- 


ciated with the his- 
tory of the Jews, 
for they claim that 
Abraham is their 
progenitor, through 
Ishmael, as he was of the Hebrews 
through Isaac. 
It is not at all strange 


therefore to find in this same Tower o: 
Zion the tomb and sarcophagus that arc 
pointed out as holding the mortal remains 
of David, great King of Israel, the ruler 
who really made Jerusalem a great city 
and one long known as the "City of 
David." 


The interesting point has 'been raised 


long ago as to how the Disciples happened 
to gather at this particular room and in 
whose house it was located. 


The New Testament does not say speci- 


fically whose house it was in, but the gen- 
eral belief is that it belonged to one of 
the Disciples. One reason for thinking eo 
Is that Jesus told Peter and John to say 
"the Master says." 
According to some 


traditions it belonged to Nicodemus, while 
others hold it belonged to Joseph of Ari- 
mathea, or to the mother of John MarK. 
The room was quite a large one in which 
the family dined. It was there on the ev» 
of the Passover that Jesus and the Dis- 
ciples assembled to partake of the Paschal 
Lamb, and to recite the story of the 
Exodus from Egypt, as was done by the 
Jews then and ta ptill done by them to-day 
all over the world. 


Tradition has added special sanctity to 


(his room as being not only the place m 
v/hich the Last Supper vras held, but also 
the place where Jesus appeared after his

resurrection. It was here, It !s further 
said, that Matthew was elected to the 
apostoTate and here that the first Chris- 
tians assembled to break bread together 
and eive one anolhpr the wine as a re- 
minder of that Supper.

to this room whpn th'-y had given tesil- 
mony as to the cure of the man born lamo, 
and that Petpr r.amp hore also after he 
was set free from prison.

UP to bclievp, that in thl« room the Apon- 
UPS met frequently for '•onsultatlon, and 
thus it was the most natural t h i n g In the 
world for the Church of the Apostles to 
have grown up at thl:j s-pot.

may not at the same time hold far more. 


It is well known that manuscripts were 


frequently buried with the bod'es of great 
men, and if upon opening this stone coffin, 
in all reverence and with absolute careful- 
ness, a long-lost Psalm were found, would 
that not bo well worth while? David was 
the originator ot Psalmody, according to 
the traditions of the Jews, and it would 
be the most natural thing in the world to 
have placed by 'his side some Psalm wh ch 
he had composed shortly 'before his death. 
There might also be buried with him a 
contemporaneous record of the leading 
events of his reign, which wrnild enable 
UK to check up and probably confirm many 
statements in tho Bible.
